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(1 ) Real Party in Interest

(2) Related Appeals and Interferences

(3) Status of Claims 

This appeal involves claims 1 and 68. 

Claims 2-14 and 16-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 69-93 are allowed. 

(4) Status of Amendments After Final 

The appellant's statement of the status of amendments after final rejection 
contained in the brief is correct. 

(5) Summary of Invention 

The summary of invention contained in the brief is correct. 

(6) Issues 

The appellant's statement of the issues in the brief is correct. 

(7) Grouping of Claims 

Appellant's brief includes a statement that claims 2-14, 16-23, 24-31, 2-14 and 
16-31 (claim 15 has been canceled), 69-93 and 1 and 68 do not stand or fall together 
and provides reasons as set forth in 37 CFR 1.192(c)(7) and (c)(8). 
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(8) Claims Appealed 

The copy of the appealed claims contained in the Appendix to the brief is correct.

(10) Grounds of Rejection 

The following ground(s) of rejection are applicable to the appealed claims: 
The rejection under section 1 12 is withdrawn. Thus this appeal involves only 
claims 1 and 68. 

Claims 1 and 68 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by any of Potucek et. al. or Manino as all that is claimed is a drive unit and guide post 
that slidably mounts a cartridge holder and has a camming means to move the holder. 

(11) Response to Argument 

With respect to the prior art rejection of claims 1 and 68 on Manino, appellants 
argue that all the claimed limitations are not present in this patent. This is in error as 
the patent shows a guide post (41, 42) that is part of the driver (12) and a camming 
means (foot member 40 with cam link 84) located on the guide post (41 , 42) as the 
entire member (40) is slidable on the guide posts and thus feed the cartridge belt 
through the foot member. The entire member (40) also has an entry port through which 
the cartridge belt is feed, and is therefore a "cartridge holder" as broadly claimed. Thus 
all the claimed elements and their functions are shown in the patent thus the claims are 
anticipated by Manino. 
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Potucek et. al. is a similar type of screw gun with a foot member (100) slidably 
mounted on a guide post (102) and the foot member having a cam lever to advance or 
feed the belt through the member. 

For the above reasons, it is believed that the rejections should be sustained. 
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
